A 
large number of hunter* from differ* 
eut stall -a hare visited Illinois tbe 
I amt few weeks They admitted that 
they came for the purpose of killing 
quail, which were plentifol on ac- 
count of tbu law in Illinois The men 
said that they had U«en advised by 
their attorns r» that there was no law 
against quail shooting; that the legis- 
lators had failed to mention the bird* 
In the new law. Friday night the 
wont paMed from one game warden to 
another throughout alt southern Illi- 
nois and a meeting was called in each 
of the several sectious of the *ta*e 
south of the Baltimore and Ohio road. 

At most of the meetings it was ad- 
mitted that the wort! quail had been 
omitted in the new game Inw. hut the 
older heads of the jwrty in attendance 
held that th** word partridge, which 
was used in the hill, could be con- 
strued to uiesu quail, and that they 
projiosed to *tand by that construc- 
tion of the law In fact some of the 
pldcr men said that they never heard 
of the word qnail until within a few 
years, when the strii-g nt game laws 
came into notice. The old men said
